

Chargers 25Montrose 0

What do the Michigan Wolverines and 
The Carbondale Area Chargers have in 
common? 

Well, both teams were picked by the 
experts to win their respective football 
conferences. 

While the Michigan Wolverines were 
upset 21-14 by Wisconsin Saturday, the Car¬ 
bondale Area Chargers wanted no part of an 
upset Saturday at Montrose High School 
field. 

A solid defensive effort, along with a 
grind-it-out offense shutout the Meteors of 
Montrose 25-0. 

While the Michigan Wolverines’ season 
will probably come down to their game with 
Ohio State anyhow, the Chargers have 
themselves a tough opponent this week. 


The first score came after an eight-play, 
64-yard drive. Dave Pettinato capped the 
drive when he ran in from the 11-yard line. 

Tony Cortese's kick for the extra point 
was good and the Chargers led 7-0. 

Then with time running out, Gabriel hit 
Brian White for six more points. Cortese’s 
kick was no good. 

The Chargers’ next score came with about 
seven minutes remaining in the third quarter 
when Dave Pettinato went over from the 
five-yard line. The point after was no good. 

The Chargers made the seven-minute 
mark lucky again in the last quarter when 
Gabriel hit White with 7:25 left in the game. 
The pass covered 14 yards.

The Chargers meet the Lackawanna Trail 
Lions, who handed Western Wayne a 14-0 
loss. The game, like a Michigan-Ohio State 
game will say a lot about who will win the 
Suburban Conference. 

The Charger game was the first win back 
to the coaching ranks for Jim Miller. Miller 
resumed coaching the Chargers after a three- 
year absence. 

The Chargers got excellent offensive sup¬ 
port from Dave Pettinato who rushed for 
125 yards. J.R. Mazza who rocked the mid¬ 
dle of the line. Gary Gabriel who completed 
three of six passes for two touchdowns and 
Brian White who caught two touchdown 
passes for the afternoon. 

The first half was a scoreless game until 
the Chargers exploded with less than two 
minutes left for two touchdowns.

The first was by Bob Hine who carried the 
ball over from the one. 

Then Steve Gullone ran five yards to end 
the scoring on the day. 

The statistics were almost as one-sided as 
the score. 

Lakeland had 17 first downs, while North 
Pocono had but one. Rushing yardage saw 
Lakeland with 261 and North Pocono with 
63. Passing-wise it was 116-0. 

Lakeland's punters had a field day by 
booming two for an average of 51 yards. 
North Pocono averaged a respectable 31- 
yard average on seven punts. 


Again Domonoski made good on the kick 
and the Chiefs led 14-0 at the end of the first 
quarter. 

The lone score of the second quarter came 
when Fofi crossed the line from three yards 
out. capping a 49-yard drive. The kick was 
good and Lakeland held a 21-0 lead going 
into the halftime break. 

Fofi scored his third touchdown of the 
afternoon when he ran the final 19 yards of a 
44-yard, six-play drive. Again, Domonoski's 
kick was good. 

The final two touchdowns of the day came 
in the fourth quarter on short runs. 


Lakeland made it two in a row this foot¬ 
ball season by stopping North Pocono Sat¬ 
urday afternoon at Chapman Lake. 

The Chiefs of Lakeland scored at least 
once in every quarter to completely domi¬ 
nate the Big 11 Conference contest. 

Tony Fofi went in from the one-yard line 
in the firatquarter to score the Chiefs’ first 
TD of the day. The extra point kick by Steve 
Domonoski was good. 

Before the period was over, Keith 
Schweppenhciser tossed a pass to Chris 
Clauss who took the ball in and ran into the 
end zone to complete a 66-yard pass play.
